She was a single motherlong before Murphy Brown. 

And no one, not even the Vice-President, would 
ever question her family values, even though she 
sometimes worked for hours outside the home (gar- 
dening or doing laundry, that is). 

Her morals were above reproach by even the most 
conservative members of society although she never 
had less than 16 children at home. 

East Jordan resident, author, and poet Constance 
Baker, never married, but was a mother to as many as 
500 children over the years. 

Her claim to motherhood (or some might say saint- 
hood) began when she was a young girl, in the Outer 
Banks Islands of North Carolina. 

She always thought she wanted to be a teacher or a 
nurse. She ended up being both. 

From her home on a dairy farm, the family moved 
inland to the small college town of Greenville. 

They called their home Windswept, because it 
rested on ahill overlooking the Tar River and the wind 
always shivered through the pecan trees that sur- 
rounded it. 

Viola Crawford was Constance’s mother. She was 
an executive secretary and she encouraged her daugh- 
ter to have a career. 

So as an 18-year-old student, Constance had the 
idea to run a nursery school for working mothers. 
With World War II making its impact on the United 
States, there was a definite need. 

She started with 16 children and one day one of 
them got sick. So the child stayed ovemight. 

It was before antibiotics were available. Doctors 
quarantined households to prevent the spread of ill- 
nesses they rarely had treatments for, other than to 
relieve the symptoms. 

Soon other children were being delivered to the 
home, abandoned or orphaned. Without ever asking, 
or being asked, Constance found herself running a 
foster home. 

“One thing led to another,” Constance said in her 
Outer Island drawl. “It just sort of mushroomed.” 

Her mother was supportive of the work Constance 
did, providing both the home and a lot of financial aid. 
As the enterprise grew, rooms were added to Wind- 
swept. 

Judges, police officers, and the hospital were now 
sending children to Windswept, no longer just pre- 
schoolers, but a variety of ages. 

Constance cared for one baby brought to her when 
only 12 hours old. 

“I didn’t have any idea what to do with such a young 
one,” she laughed. 

The baby was supposed to stay only three months, 
until he was adoptable. He stayed over seven months 
and Constance grew to love him. 

“That was one I really hated to give up,” she sighed. 

There were teenagers, too. Troubled or sick youth 
that nobody knew what to do with were sent to 
Constance. 

“Some of them ended up being a great help to me,” 
said Constance. 

Rilla, a 15-year-old barefoot girl who’d already had 
a baby, came to Constance looking for work. She

stayed on for many months, then went back to her 
husband. But she continued to work at Windswept for 
several years. 

Some of the children were problems, though. Be- 
tween Constance and the always-supportive local 
sheriff, a few wayward boys were taught important 
lessons. 

“But the place caught on fire two or three times,” 
Constance added. 

She worked unbelievably long hours, washing 
clothes by hand, hanging out 75 diapers a day, and 
starting a dinner for the next day at 1 a.m. 

“And sometimes there were eight different formu- 
las to prepare.” 

Many ofthe children helped with gardening, chores, 
and caring for the little ones. Constance also had 
Dena. 

“She was the mainstay of the place,” said Constance. 

Dena, a descendant of slaves, helped run the house- 
hold and kept things lively with herexuberant person- 
ality. 

Other assistance came in the form of donations of 
food, clothing, and services. Doctors and other pro- 
fessionals volunteered their time. 

“The town was very generous,” said Constance, 
adding that she couldn’t have done it otherwise. 

There were nights when she sat up with sick chil- 
dren. One child died in her arms. 

Some of her Windswept children went on to lead 
lives that would break her heart. 

One special boy named Charles grew up and went 
to college. 

“He was killed soon after graduation by a drunk 
driver,” Constance said quietly. 

But Charles lived on in her heart. Finally she wrote 
a book for him, A Bench in the Park. 

It tells of a dying young boy and his last adventure. 

“For him, it had to be done,” said Constance.

Not long after, Constance and Richard packed up 
and moved north. 

“I was heading for Alaska,” Constance smiled 
about their adventure. 

Hermotherhad been a native of the Charlevoix area 
so Constance decided she wanted to see her mother’s 
home. 

“Then I got a job at Charlevoix Hospital and just 
kept staying.” 

That was 22 years ago. 

She worked at the hospital as an LPN for 15 years, 
then went into home care nursing for the elderly. 

Constance also adopted a daughter in Michigan — 
12-year-old girl named Erica. 

“T was lonesome for kids,” Constance explained. 
Erica, now grown, lives in New Mexico. 

And in the past three years, Constance has em- 
barked on a new Career as an author. 

She still plans to visit Alaska some day, too. It’s 
difficult to imagine how she'll find the time, with all 
her activities. 

Constance enjoys crafts and writing, as well as 
camping. She is very involved in the East Jordan 
Church of Christ. 

Herson Richard lives in Charlevoix, and she enjoys 
spending time with her two grandchildren. 

She is active in several organizations, including 
Home Extension and the Glicka Lighthouse group. 

Constance has a full-time job just staying in touch 
with her North Carolina family, many of her Wind- 
swept children and another adopted daughter, Alma, 
who lives in Washington, D.C. 

She likes being a part of activities at her Lakeview 
Manor home, too. She usually helps take monthly 
blood pressure checks on all the residents and often is 
the first to reach her neighbors for emergency calls.

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Governor signs Groundwater Protection Law 


Governor Engler recently signed into law legisla- 
tion that, through stewardship practices, will better 
protect Michigan’s groundwater resources from pes- 
ticide and fertilizer contamination, announced Sena- 
tor George McManus (R-Traverse City). 

McManus sponsored Senate Bill 74, now Public 
Act 247-1993, and Senator Joel Gougeon (R-Bay 
City) sponsored SB 675, now Public Act 248-1993. 
Both go into effect immediately. 

Senate Bill 74 creates the Groundwater and Fresh- 
water Protection Act in order to regulate the use of 
pesticides and fertilizers. 

The bill: 

¢ Provides for an on-site evaluation system that 
gives farmers the opportunity to determine the rela- 
tive groundwater impact potential posed by their use 
of pesticides and nitrogen fertilizers;
